Claim 3, lines 21-22, replaced the phrase "each maximum value in the 
transportation command does not" with -maximum speeds in the transportation 
command do not-. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the best prior 
art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a system / method / computer readable 
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medium for controlling a crane drive unit wherein, based on expressions 1 and 2 recited 
in each of claims 1 -3, a component near the resonance frequency is removed by using 
parameters ai(f) and bj(f), which are determined under a constraint condition that 
maximum speeds in the transportation command do not exceed a limitation of a 
maximum value of the crane drive unit.
